— WORK OF THE PEACE CONFER- 
ENCE. 
The work before the peace conference 
assumes greater magnitude as time goes on. 
The extension of the terms of the armistice 
until February fs good evidence that the 
essentia! preliminaries are in themselves a 
colossal task. There is no doubt that, large 
as the job appeared at the outset, upon calm 
reflection it boggles the imagination of even 
the most tried and experienced statesmen. 
It would seem that for greater efficiency « 
the Peace Council will be well advised not 
to undertake to settle the affairs of the 
whole world in one fell swoop. To be ef- 
fective and decisive the discussions must 
be limited to the more pressing and obvious 
questions of the hour. There are a hundred 
intimate and vitally imperative matters to 
be dealt with in connection with the present 
tribulations of a harassed world without 
going into the slumbering but timeworn 
irritations, national prejudices and aspira- 
tions, international jealousies and 
left over by centuries of aecumulated ag- 
gravations. 
One of the first and paramount duties 
before the conference is the establishment 
of the League of Nations to Enforce Peace; 
and The Times is heartily rejoicing in the 
fact that the greatest Allied statesmen, in- 
cluding President Wilson and Premier Lloyd 
George, are definitely committed to this”

There is in existence already the strong- 
est and most powerful league of nations 
yet known to history: The Entente Al 
lies, comprising the undisputed world pow- 
ers of Great Britain, the United States, 
France, Italy, Japan—and those smaller na- 
tlons that have earned their role through 
bitter tribulation and supreme effort in the 
war, Belguim, Serbia, Montenegro, Rumania. 
There are the nations whose sympathetic 
support was of no mean significance— 
Portugal and China, for instance. A league 
of nations, formed with this mighty nucleus. 
would be amply capable of taking care of 
world peace, taking care of the rights of 
mall nations, taking care of the economic 
and military needs of the world, affording 
protection for the weak, controverting the 
ageressions of the strong. 

And then, as the outside nations proved 
themselves eligible and demonstrated their 
fitness, they could be admitted to the league 
individually, just as the States and Terri 
tories have been tndividually added to the 
original thirteen of these United States. 
There is no particular reason why Ger- 
many. Austria-Hungary, Turkey and Bul- 
garia should be admitted to the association 
with this league of nations until they had 
proven a complete change of heart, a de-
